Your Radio Control Helicopter re- 
quires two AA batteries (not sup- 
plied). You also need one 9V battery 
(not supplied) for the transmitter. For 
the best performance and longest 
life, we recommend RadioShack alka- 
line batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or recharge- 
able), or rechargeable batteries 
of different capacities. 


In the Helicopter 




1. Slide ON/OFF on the bottom of 
the helicopter's tail to OFF. 

2 . Use a Phillips screwdriver to 
loosen the screw on the battery 
compartment cover and remove 
the cover. 

3. Put the batteries in the compart- 
ment as indicated by the polarity 
symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the cover and secure it 
with screw. 

If the helicopter moves slowly or not 
at all, replace the batteries. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
helicopter for a week or more, remove 
the batteries. Batteries can leak 
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chemicals that can destroy electronic 
parts. 

In the T ransmftter 



1. Press and slide the battery compart- 
ment cover off the transmitter. 

2. Place the battery in the compartment 
according to the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover and snap it shut. 

When the transmitter's range decreases, 
replace the battery.

Warning: Never play with your helicopter 
in the street. 

Note: For maximum range, hold the trans- 
mitter with the antenna pointing straight 
up. 

1. Slide ON/OFF on the helicopter to ON. 

2. The helicopter's transmitter has one 
control button. Hold down the button 
to move forward with the propeller 
spinning and top light on. The helicop- 
ter stops when you release the button. 


3. To drive the helicopter backward and 
make it turn, hold down the button on 
the transmitter again. 

4. When you finish playing with the heli- 
copter, slide ON/OFF to OFF.
